Vice President French recognized and welcomed the 
new Chairman of the Executive Committee, Professor 
k-^i- en F. Robinson, and then introduced and welcomed 
the following newly-elected members of the Senate:

sors Fox, Morgan, Pierpont, and G. Smith. 

Associate Dean Caress, on behalf of Dean Solomon, 
read a "Resolution in Tribute and to the Fond Memory of 
Dean Arthur Edward Burns," who died December 15, 1986. 
The Senate expressed its respect by standing in silent 
tribute during the reading, and the resolution was 
adopted by acclamation. (The resolution is made a part 

of these minutes and will be forwarded to Dean Burns' 
family. )

° n behalf of the Appointment, Salaries and 
romotion Policies Committee, Professor Morgan, Chair 
moved the adoption of Resolution 87/1, "A Resolution 
™ CS a n a ng !; ac ^ lty Salaries," and the motion was 

Prof ® ssor . Morgan presented some background 
formation, indicating that the University was 
falling behind with regard to the level of faculty 
salaries. He then asked the privilege of the 
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3 floor for Professor Arthur D. Kirsch, a member of the 
Committee. Professor Kirsch distributed and explained 
statistical data pertaining to GW faculty salaries com- 
pared to other institutions in the AAUP Category I 
scale. He pointed out that if GW aspires to become a 
first-rank university, then it must bring faculty 
salaries up to match that level. A discussion followed 
by Professors Levy, Kirsch, Morgan, Fox, Yezer, and 
Grub. The question was called, and Resolution 87/1 
was adopted unanimously. (Resolution 87/1, with data, 
is attached.) 

(b) Resolution 87/2, "A Resolution to Change the 
Name of the Senate Committee on University Development 
and Resources to the Senate Committee on Faculty Devel- 
opment and Resources," was postponed by the Senate 
until the next regular meeting of the Faculty Senate, 
September 18, 1987, because no member of the sponsoring 
Committee was present to speak to the resolution. 

4 No resolutions were introduced under Introduction 
of Resolutions. 

5 Professor Fox, Chair of the Special Committee on 
Consolidation of SPIA, reported that the Committee was 
in the process of gathering information for Senate con- 
sideration. At the present time, he said, the Special 
Committee was concentrating only on voluntary faculty 
transfers from Columbian College to SIA. The Commit- 
tee would make recommendations as soon as possible 
with regard to only the matter of these transferees 
and any problems that are perceived. Other elements 
will be looked at by the Committee at a later date 

and reported to the Senate in the fall. 

Professor Robinson said that, if the Senate 
approved, the Executive Committee would be prepared 
to respond on behalf of the Senate to the Special Com- 
mittee's report on the single issue of transfer of 
faculty, rather than calling a special meeting of the 
Faculty Senate this summer. No objections were 
offered.

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6 (g) On behalf of the Executive Committee, Professor 

Robinson reported on the following items: (1) the 

action for removal of a tenured faculty member was 
still in the discovery stage; a second dispute in- 
volving a member of the Medical faculty against the 
department was still in the informal consultation 
stage; a nonconcurrence in the Arts and Sciences has 
been received and is in the preliminary exploration 
stage; (2) the Annual Report of the Executive Committee 
has been distributed without the attached list of 
summary of resolutions approved by the Senate during 
the 1986-87 Session because the Committee is awaiting 
the response of the President regarding administrative 
actions on those resolutions; (3) thanks were extended 
on behalf of the Faculty Senate to Professor Joan 
Regnell, who chaired the Faculty Recognition Luncheon 
in April, and to University Marshal Jones and his 
assistant, Daniel Buzby, for their extensive help in 
arranging this ceremony; and (4) outgoing Chairmen of 
Senate Standing Committees were asked to pass their 
committee files on to incoming Chairmen. 

Professor Robinson requested that Annual Reports 
not yet turned in by Committee Chairmen be submitted 
as soon as possible for distribution with these 
minutes. She noted that the next regular meeting 
of the Faculty Senate was September 18, 1987, and 
she then wished everyone a pleasant summer. 

At this point, Professor Robinson yielded the 
floor to Professor Yezer for a report on the plans 
of the Committee on Coordinated Planning. Professor 
Yezer reported that the Committee has produced a 
number of documents in draft form. One of them is a 
draft mission statement and the others include state- 
ments on the planning period for 1988-1993 and associ- 
ated documents for implementing a planning process. 

He said that some of these documents would probably be 
going to the Executive Committee and/or the Faculty 
Senate, and that the Executive Committee might wish 
to refer some of these matters to Senate Committees 
for recommendations. The Committee on Coordinated 
Planning anticipates a planning process in which 
both the administrative and academic units will be 
asked to think about what they are going to do over 
a five-year period in order to come to grips with 
the allocation of resources; he noted that there was 
no single right answer on how to go about this par- 
ticular process. With reference to a request from 
Professor Griffith to the three faculty members of 
the Committee to consider the issue of reactivating 
Faculty Senate Resolution 74/12 (which called upon all 
divisions of each school and college to implement their 
own planning committees of faculty to participate

in the budgetary process). Professor Yezer said that 
that the members decided to wait until the Committee 
has some definite papers to see what the process was 
going to look like. Professor Yezer said that the 
Council of Deans has received the draft mission state- 
ment, and Vice President French added that the full 
set of materials would be sent to the Council on Mon- 
day and that actual distribution to departments and 
administrative units would take place in early June. 

(h) The following Annual Reports were received

Resolution in Tribute and to the Fond Memory of 
Dean Arthur Edward Burns 


In sorrow and fond remembrance, The George Washington 
University records the death, on December 15, 1986, of Dean 
Arthur E. Burns. 

After completing his A.B. and M.A. degrees at the University 
of California at Berkeley, Arthur E. Burns joined The George 
Washington University as a Sanders Fellow in Economics in 1933. 
The following year he was appointed as Instructor in Economics 
and he was awarded the degree of Doctor of Philosophy by this 
University in 1935. He attained the rank of Professor of 
Economics in 1945. 

During the last half of the 1930's, he served as an 
important contributor to federal economic recovery agencies and 
with the advent of World War II he held key positions in federal 
economic mobilization agencies. After the War he continued his 
participation in major economic policy matters by serving as 
advisor to the White House, international organizations, and 
other governments . 

Arthur was awarded Emeritus status in 1974 recognizing 
forty-one years of notable contributions to his discipline and 
department. His teaching was eloquent, his research and 
resulting publications outstanding, and his public service 
notable. In addition to these accomplishments, he held major 
administrative positions at this University. These included 
serving as Dean of the School of Government from 1949 to 1957, 
Dean of the Graduate Council from 1957 to 1967, and Dean of the 
Graduate School of Arts and Sciences from 1967 until he retired 
in 1974. He served as Ex officio member of the Faculty Senate 
from 1961 to 1974. 

Arthur was more than a great teacher, scholar, and 
administrator. He was an outstanding colleague, always providing 
wisdom and compassion to all. 

Be it resolved, Mr. Chairman, that these remarks be included 
in the Minutes of this Senate meeting and a copy be sent to Dean 
Burn's beloved family.

A RESOLUTION CONCERNING FACULTY SALARIES (87/1) 


WHEREAS, a university can be no better than its faculty; and 

WHEREAS, a distinguished university must be staffed with an 
equally distinguished faculty; and 

WHEREAS, equity and market conditions both demand that a 
distinguished faculty receive compensation which 
is commensurate with this standing; NOW, THEREFORE 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE FACULTY SENATE OF THE GEORGE 
■WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY: 

(1) That the University make annual increments 
to faculty salaries designed to achieve as 
soon as possible, and to maintain, for all 
ranks an overall number one rating ( 80th 
percentile or above) on the American Associ- 
ation of University Professors' scale for 
Category I institutions; 

(2) That the University make annual increments 
to faculty salaries designed to achieve as 
soon as possible, and to maintain, for all 
ranks in each school and college no less 
than a number two rating (60th percentile or 
above) on the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors ' scale for Category I 
institutions .

1986-87 Annual Report of the Joint Committee of Faculty and Students 


The Joint Committee met in full session five times during 
the academic year, 1986-87. 

1. The Joint Committee Resolution in support of the 
visual and performing arts (now Senate Resolution 86-2) 

was adopted by the Faculty Senate on May 2, 1986. During that 
same meeting, the Joint Committee Resolution on Advising/ 
Registration (Senate Resolution 86-3) was referred to the 
Educational and Admissions Policy Committee of the Senate. 

2. Under old business, the Joint Committee discussed 
graduate student concerns. Data concerning issues of impor- 
tance to graduate students should be available next year from 
the Student Association which plans to survey this group. The 
Joint Committee will review the results of this survey when 

it is complete. 

3. Proposals to reorganize and find alternate means of 
funding the Student Association's Academic Evaluation were 
discussed through the year. No formal action was required 
by the Joint Committee since the Student Association found 
the means to accomplish the project; however. Professor 
Schiff advised the Faculty Senate at its March 13 meeting 
that the evaluation was forthcoming, and urged faculty 

to cooperate in this evaluation in the spirit of Senate 
Resolution 77/8 which endorses in principle academic evaluation 
efforts for that year. 

4. The Joint Committee was briefed by the Assistant Dean 
of Students on results obtained by the Retention Project, which 
surveyed student opinion from the class of 1988. 

5. The Committee informally discussed the desirability 
of encouraging more faculty to participate in commencement 
activities and reviewed ways in which such participation is 
encouraged in the various schools and colleges. 

6. The advertising and nomination procedure for the 
11th annual GW Awards was implemented, and the Selection 
Committee chosen by the Joint Committee recommended that six 
individuals receive these Awards at the May Commencements.

Final Report of the Faculty Senate Committee 
on Physical Facilities for the 
1986-87 Academic Year 


1. The committee has met on a monthly basis through the summer 
and the academic year now ending. 

2. The work of the committee has fallen into three categories, 
receipt of reports, matters referred to the committee and 
initiatives. 


3. The committee has received regular reports and provided 
input to several projects, most notably the rehabilitation 
of the University Yard and the development of the Campus 
Plan. 

4. The committee has responded by memorandum to items arising 
from the Report on the Commission for the Year 2000. It has 
participated in an effort to enhance and maintain our teach- 
ing spaces by the development of an improved reporting pro- 
cedure (ongoing). The committee is currently charged, 
jointly with the Committee on Libraries, with a study of the 
adequacy of study space. The committee has studied and 
commented upon problems of vehicular flow on campus.

Annual Report: 1986-87 


The Committee on Student Financial Aid met on March 3, 1987.- 

The primary item of business at the March 3 meeting was consideration 
of adjustments in the criteria for award of GWU grants. Those adjustments, 
as recommended by the Office of Student Financial Aid, were found acceptable 
by the committee and communicated to the Vice President for Academic Affairs 
in the form of a committee resolution. The resolution read as follows: 

The Committee on Student Financial Aid endorses a 
change in the award criteria for the GWU Grant from a 
combined 1050 score on the SAT (minimum 500 verbal) and 
a B average in academic high school subjects, to a 
combined 1000 score on the SAT (with a minimum 500 
verbal) and a B average in academic high school 
subjects . 

The effect of the change is to broaden the eligible pool of GWU 
Grant recipients now that the Grant program has been fully funded. The 
committee’s resolution was received by the Vice President for Academic 
Affairs and approved. 

The Committee also received the following: 

1. A copy of a report, "Financial Aid Update", prepared by the 
Office of Student Financial Aid for the Council of Deans. 

2. A preliminary report from Vice President for Academic Affairs 
French on the activities of the task force on graduate student support . 

The Committee’s agenda for the next academic year shall include 
the following items: 

1. Further consideration of the state of graduate student support; 

2. Taxability of scholarship, fellowship, and grant support under 
the Tax Reform Act of 1986; 

3. Academic progress requirements for Title IV recipients under 
the Higher Education Act of 1986; and 

4. The effect of implementation of plus/minus grading on retention 
of undergraduate scholarships and loans.

Date: May 11, 1987 

The Fiscal Planning and Budgeting Committee was 
comprised last year of the following members: Michael 
Bradley (Economics) ; Ali Cambel (CMEE) ; Ernest Englander 
(Business Administration); Joe Hilmy (Accounting)'; John 
Lowe (Geography) ; Lawrence Winkler (Education) ; Jarrett 
Wise (HCS); Tony Yezer (Economics); and Barkley Clark, 

Chair (Law) . 

The Committee's first meeting was on October 24, 

1986, when we had a special conference with Bob Shoup 
regarding various aspects of the University Budget. 

We spent substantial time analyzing enrollments, proposed 
revenues and expenses by type, proposed tuition rates, and 
general guidelines used by the University for the preparation 
of operating budgets at the various units on campus. Mr. 
Shoup explained in detail the University's "incremental 
line-item" budgeting process. Armed with this "sneak 
preview" information, various members of the Committee 
brought out points of information and framed appropriate 
questions at the Faculty Senate meeting which discussed 
the budget in a general way with Mr . Shoup . 

The second meeting was held on December 8 . At that 
time, we discussed other aspects of the budget documents. 

We also decided that, while the Senate was getting good 
information on operating budgets , we needed further 
enlightenment on capital budgeting for the University. 

Several of the key questions to focus on are contained 
in the memorandum from Professor Yezer to Professor Clark; 
this memo is attached. It will be one of the first items 
on the Committee's agenda next year to discuss these matters 
of capital budgeting' with the administration. At this second 
meeting, the Committee also sought to clarify what should be 
its role in the long run--are we information gatherers, or 
are we policy makers? The conclusion was that the Committee 
can play a constructive role on both fronts. 


In addition to the formal Committee meetings, Professor 
Clark attended all meetings during the year as the faculty 
representative on the Trustees' Committee on University l 
Development, which is the University committee overseeing 
the capital fund drive. ''

The Committee met five times during the academic year 
(October 27, November 17, December 19, February 27, and Marc 
27 ) It has concentrated on the thrust the committee should 

take in the future, given a perceived lack of clear focus and 
overlap with other Senate committees, university offices 
special programs. There was unanimous agreement that the 
committee should direct its efforts to university commitment of 
resources to faculty development. To that end, a resolution is 
being presented to the Senate to change the name of the committee 
to the Senate Committee on Faculty Development and Resources.

faculty benefits. Problems of single-income faculty, par- 
ticularly those with dependent children, are relevant. The 
overall goal is to promote an environment conducive to pro 

ductivity and security. 

3. The need to interest the university in allocating space for 
an informal eating/ lounge area. Hopefully, this would promote 
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Committee on University- 
Development and Resources 

academic and social interaction across different segments of the 
university. 

4. The provision of a day-care center for children of faculty, 
staff, and possibly students. For both single heads of house- 
holds, as well as the number of two-worker families, this could 
alleviate what is a general problem in American life today. Such 
a provision could act as a centripetal force in the metropolitan 
D.C. area for faculty, staff, and students alike. 

5. Comparison of university allocation of resources to different 
university departments or schools with respect to travel funding, 
research support or clerical help for faculty members. 

In addition to the above, the committee is positively 
disposed towards continuing cosponsorship of seminars with the 
University Development Office on financial planning for faculty 
members. This is an area of ongoing concern, in which fac- 
ulty/university needs are jointly meshed.

Faculty Senate Committee on Research 
1986 - 1987 


The Senate Research Committee met 'Four times during the 
academic year . The principal activities of the committee were as 
fol lows: 

1 - "Evidence of Excellence" Exhibit 

The committee cosponsored with the Gelman Library the above 
exhibit displaying faculty publications. 

2 - Interdisciplinary Databas e 

The committee explored the possibility of setting up an 
interdisciplinary database for the purpose of facilitating 
the i dent if i cat i on of faculty with needed expertise or 
research interests from within the entire university 
community. Discussions with Dr. S. Rogers from the Gelman 
Library and with H. Spencer from Sponsored Research were 
made to see how existing databases could be expanded to 
serve this function, and to see who might administer this. 
While no final conclusion was drawn, it appeared from 
extensive discussion that in combination, facilities do 
exist to satisfy this function and there does not appear to 
be strong enough demand to warrant a special database. 

3 - Policy on Chartering Research Institutes and Centers 

At the request of the Executive Committee, the Research 
Committee studied the new policy of the office of the Vice 
President for Academic Affairs. Available documentation was 
studied and the committee discussed the policy with Vice 
President French. Several concerns were raised, however, 
the committee was satisfied that the present policy is 
needed and is appropriate.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE FACULTY SENATE 

1986-87 Session 


The Executive Committee arranged the agenda for eight regular 
meetings of the Faculty Senate and cancelled one regularly-scheduled 
meeting (in February) due to a lack of business ready for the agenda. 
A tabulation of resolutions enacted by the Senate, showing the admin- 
istration's response to these recommendations, will be attached to 
this Report as soon as available from the President and will be dis- 
tributed with the minutes. 

Three of the resolutions considered and approved by the Senate 
during the 1986-87 term were proposed by the Executive Committee. 
These were: Resolution 86/4, "A Resolution to Establish a Special 

Committee on Mandatory Retirement," Resolution 86/10, "A Resolution 
to Request Adequate Time for Consultation with Faculty on Consoli- 
dation of School of Public and International Affairs," and Resolution 
86/11, "A Resolution to Establish a Special Committee on Consolida- 
tion of the School of Public and International Affairs." Both 
Special Committees will be continuing work on their respective top- 
ics in the coming term, and the Executive Committee expects to con- 
tinue to play a significant role in helping to coordinate the 
Senate's response on reconstitution of the faculty of the School of 
Public and International Affairs. 

During the 1986-87 term, the Executive Committee was formally 
notified (in accordance with the Faculty Code) of two disputes be- 
tween individual faculty members and the University administration. 

In May, 1986, the Vice President for Academic Affairs, et al., 
filed a complaint seeking removal for cause of a tenured faculty 
member in. the Medical Center, and the respondent faculty member. 

Dr. Ann Lewicki, filed a counterclaim. The Executive Committee 
played its required advisory role in assisting the Chair of the 
Dispute Resolution Committee, Professor Ralph Nash, in establishing 
a hearing committee of six members. As of this writing this Hearing 
Committee, chaired by Professor Theodore Sims of the National Law 
Center, is still attempting to dispose of preliminary motions so 
that it may begin hearing arguments in the case. 

A second complaint was filed on January 28, 1987, by a faculty 
member of the Department of Microbiology, Dr. Mary Ann K. Markwell, 
alleging certain grievances against the Chair of that Department. 

The Executive Committee has conducted the required preliminary in- 
vestigation, and has suggested a possible path to informal resolu- 
tion of this dispute, which is currently under consideration by 
both parties. 

In addition, the Executive Committee has just been notified 
(April 24, 1987) by the Vice President for Academic Affairs of an 
administrative non-concurrence with respect to a departmental rec- 
commendation for tenure. The Chair and the Chair-elect of the Execu- 
tive Committee jointly have begun the preliminary consultation called 
for by the Faculty Code , Procedures Sec. B.4. 
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The Chair of the Executive Committee, in accordance with 
Faculty Assembly Resolution (FA/1), convened the first meeting -*» 

of the Faculty Consultative Committee on the Search for a new 
President, and later chaired the election process by which three 
members of that Committee were nominated by them to serve on the 
Trustees' Search Committee. The Executive Committee also met 
on March 10, 1987, with Dr. Stead from the Presidential Search 
Consultation Service to provide its guidance on the search process 
and criteria. 

The Executive Committee in conjunction with the Office of 
the Academic Vice President sponsored a celebration of the 
Twenty-Fifth Anniversary of the Faculty Senate in December, and 
an orientation breakfast for new faculty members in January. We 
also participated in the annual Faculty Awards Luncheon on April 29, 

1987. 


The Executive Committee also served as the Senate's committee 
on committees, nominating members and chairs of the Senate's standing 
committees, and to administrative committees as requested by the 
President. The Committee expresses its thanks to all those who 
served well and faithfully as members and chairs in important but 
often unseen roles, making faculty participation in governance a 
working reality and not a mere ideal.

to me over the past several years. 


Professor Merrifield joined the G.W.U. National Law Center 
faculty in 1947. He had an exceptional educational background: 
A. B . . and Law Degree from the University of Minnesota; . Master of 
Public Administration and Doctorate in Juridical Science from 
Harvard University. 


Over his remarkable forty-year career at G.W.U. , Professor 
Merrifield became an internationally recognized labor and 
employment law expert and scholar. He was a Fulbright Fellow to 
Australia in 1951 and a Ford Foundation Fellow to Europe m 1963. 
He has been active in the International Society for Labor Law and 
Social Security and has served as Chairman of the U.S. Branch of 
that organization since 1983. Professor Merrifield is co-author 
of two of the leading coursebooks on labor law and author of many 
prominent law journal articles. 

Professor Merrifield has served on every National Law Center 
standing committee, and on many special committees. He was 
Acting Dean in 1948-49. He was a member of the Faculty Senate in 
1964-65. He has been active in various professional 
organizations, and he is a highly respected labor arbitrator. 

Professor Merrifield has been a truly dedicated instructor 
who has taught thousands of lawyers currently practicing 
throughout the U.S. Many of the most prominent labor and 
employment law specialists began their training under Professor 
Merrifield 's thoughtful and patient guidance. Some of his former 
students have become Judges, Members of Congress, and Members of 
the National Labor Relations Board and other federal and state 
administrative agencies. 

We shall especially miss Professor Merrifield at the 
National Law Center, because he has been an extraordinarily 
thoughtful and supportive colleague. He was recently described 
so appropriately by his long-time colleague Donald Rothschild as 
a "man of uncommon decency." 

I can think of no colleague spoken of with more affection 
and respect than Leroy Merrifield. We are deeply sorry to see 
him retire. We wish him well in the future.

A RESOLUTION CONCERNING FACULTY SALARIES (87/1) 


WHEREAS, a university can be no better than its faculty; and 

WHEREAS, a distinguished university must be staffed with an 
equally distinguished faculty; and 

WHEREAS, equity and market conditions both demand that a 
distinguished faculty receive compensation which 
is commensurate with this standing; NOW, THEREFORE 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE FACULTY SENATE OF THE GEORGE 

WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY: 

(1) That the University make annual increments 
to faculty salaries designed to achieve as 
soon as possible, and to maintain, for all 
ranks an overall number one rating (80th 
percentile or above) on the American Associ- 
ation of University Professors' scale for 
Category I institutions; 

(2) That the University make annual increments 
to faculty salaries designed to achieve as 
soon as possible, and to maintain, for all 
ranks in each school and college no less 
than a number two rating (60th percentile or 
above) on the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors ' scale for Category I 
institutions .
